Vicious local fighting has oc- 


curred between Albert and Montdi- 
dier, but the Germans 
have

checked in all attempts to advance 
toward Amiens? while the French and 
British troops have made small gains 
between the Somme and Demiun. 


In the days of desperate and san- 


guinary fighting since they launched 
their attacks on the line before Cam- 
brai, St. Quentin and LaFere, 
the 


German command apparently 
has 


learned that the massed infantry at- 
tacks without great artillery prepar- 
ation are fruitless and most costly. 
The German artillery fire is reported 
to be weak, indicating that the en- 
emy has not yet begun to move his 
big guns across the river between 
St. Quentin and Albert. 


Seventy-seven 
German divisions 


are on the battle line waiting for the 
guns before attempting another gi- 
gantic effort to reach Amiens. North 
of the Spmme there are forty divis- 
;ons while thirty-seven are on the 
line between the Somme and Chau- 
ny, and it is known that the German 
guns have not all been moved for- 
ward.

Near Hebuturn the British made a 


successful attack, capturing machine 
guns and 
prisoners. 
A German 


counter-attack 
was 
repulsed. 
A 


statement follows: 


"In the course of the fighting yes- 


terday - in the area between the 
Avere and the Luce rivers, \ve cap- 
tured 50 prisoners and 13 machine 
guns. 
A large number of German 


dead were found on the ground in 
this locality by us and two counter- 
attacks attempted by the enemy later 
in the day were broken up with 
heavy losses by our artillery. A Ger- 
man battery in action in this area 
was successfully engaged at short 
range and silenced by our machine 
guns. 


"A successful local ..encounter car- 


ried out by us in the neighborhood 
of Hebuturn resulted in the capture 
of 73 prisoners and three machine 
guns. Many Germans were killed in 
this .operation also, -and—A iostile 
counter-attack during the afternon 
was completely repulsed. 


"On the remainder of the front 


successful raids in which we secured 
several prisoners and killed a num- 
ber of the enemy, were carried out 
in the neighborhood of Acreville and 
Holobek. 


The German attacks along the 


Scarpe river on March 28 had as its 
objective the city of Arras and the 
formidable 
Vimy 
ridge. 
Careful 


plans were laid to carry out this am- 
bition and the attack was supported 
by a vigorous assault south and 
southwest of Arras' units of at least 
11 German divisions being employed. 


It may be seen, therefore, that 


the German plans were far-reaching, 
but the main result they achieved 
was to. increase the total of their 
casualties. 
At about 3 o'clock on 


the morning of the twenty-eighth, 
the German artillery again opened a 
terrific bombardment against British 
positions. 
It was obvious that the 


enemy intended to attack. 
At 4 


o'clock the British gunners unloosed 
an avalanch of shells against the in- 
vaders of the same calibre they were 
using. Sborfly-atter 7 o'clock the 
enemy advanced. 


They came forward and deliber-,. 


ately in full marching order. Each 
infantryman carried rations for six 
days, tw oblankets and an extra pair 
of boots, indicating that the attack 
was in deadly earnest. The company 
commanders were mounted and the 
infantry was followed closely by the 
artillery. 


On the extreme north the storm- 


center lay between Gaverelle and 
Oppy, the 
Germans pivoting oh 


Oppy. The Germans lost terribly in 
the heavy fighting which lasted "all 
day, during which the British fell 
back to the line between- Bailliut- 
Willeveille.

Elsewhere, north of the river, the

pushed forward slightly, Friday and 
Saturday.

GERMAN DIVISION 


ORDER OF BATTLE 


Ottawa, OntL, AprfU 2.—A Ger- 


man order captured on the battle- 
field says 
Reuters 
correspondent 


telegraphing from French headquar- 
ters in France describes the order of 
battle of a German division in the 
present offensive as follows: 


"The division advances 
in 
two 


regiments progressing side by side. 
The first line of each group consists 
first of one regiment of three bat- 
talions of infantry, whose task is to 
advance straight upon, their objec- 
tives, regardless of losses, leaving 
the work of rebuilding our centers to 
special detachments following them. 
These consists first of one company 
of storm troops, one and one-half 
machine gun companies and a half 
company of detachment troops with 
liquid flame fire. 
Half a heavy 


trench molar company, one battalion 
of light trench molars and two bat- 
teries of what is 
called 
infantry 


guns. In reserve come the third in- 
fantry regiment and a division of 
five tanks of British origin and an 
independent group consisting of two 
cyclist companies and one company 
of storm troops. 


"This division is supported by 12 


batteries of field guns and six of 
heavy artillery including a battery 
of eight inch howitzers. 


"According to prisoner a number 


of enemy battalions have now got 
light 
trench 
mortar detachments 


known as infantry artillery equipped 
with two light trench molars of a 
new model, mounted on spliced high 
wheels supposed to be capable of 
firing 20 rounds a minute against 
the tanks or other attacks. The per- 
sonnel of each detachment comprises 
two officers and forty men." 


It is apparent from the foregoing 


that the plans for destroying our 
centers of resistant-e have been rele- 
gated to the second line, the cele- 
brated storoi troops, with high ex- 
plosives and light trench mortars, 
after waves of infantry have swept 
over the position. The mission of 
these specialists remains the same. 


They clear trenches and reduce 


strong points, 
bomb 
recalcitrants 


from dug outs, bat while they are 
doing this the battle is sweeping 
miles further along.

AMERICAN RIFLEMAN. 


Dispatches 
from 
the 
American 


front in Lorraine claim that in th'e 
sniping game so far, our American 
riflemen have had the advantage over 
the Germans. For a time Fritz was 
much inclined 
to look over 
the 


trenches and personally investigate 
the operations of the Sammies. 
He 


has found out about them by actual 
experience in many cases. 


It is too soon to say the Ameri- 


can is a better rifleman than the 
German. 
Fifty years ago he would 


have b'een beyond a doubt. The tra- 
ditions of our army have led to good 
rifle practice. 
In jail our Indian 


fighting, as "well as in more serious 
conflicts, accurate marksmanship was 
a big factor. 


During recent years the National 


Guard organizations have had their 
regular practice, and have done a 
great deal to inintain interest. But 
there have been many states where 
the militia organization was unsat- 
isfactory. The great majority of mi- 


• litiamen" only served a few years j 
when they rere discharged, most of 
them quit their life-practice. 


It most centers of population there 


have be'en small gun clubs that have 
trained more or less sharpshooters, 
but the sport has not had wide pop- 
ularity. 


The enormous number of men that 


go hunting in this country must be 
a factor in our marksmanship. Many 
country boys that never saw na army 
rifle are death on all the squirrels 
ofLthe neighborhood. They will be 
formidable snipers. 
One can't be- 


lieve that all the good marksmen of i 
the past generation have failed to! 
band down this capacity to their 
'sons. The American skill in athletic 
sports should also train the eye and 
muscular control. 
Our boys ought 


to make a superior record on the 
rifle end of the game. 


There will no doubt be disappoint- 


ment that the big German drive was 
able to gain as much ground as it 
has. 
Yet our 
allies 
could do the 


same thing if they felt it worth 
while. 
They also could accumulate 


1,000,000 
men, 
and a tremendous 


concentration of guns at some single 
sector, and push through. 
As fast 


as one regiment was cut down, they 
could send others on, and on and on, 
and finally the Germans would have 
to yield. 
But the allied command- 


ers never believed that this kind of 
things pays. 


The Germans may call it a vic- 


tory. 
But a few more victories of 


the same kind would end the war, 
and not in the favor of the Germans. 
They have 
probably 
thrown awa> 


two men for every 
one that 
cm- 


allies have lost in killed, wounded 
and captured. 


This "victory" will have a tre- 


mendous left-handed 
effect —within 


Germany. 
The 
women of 
the 


country are already represented as 
seething with discontent. They may 
have raised their boys to be sold- 
iers. 
But not to be soldiers indefi- 


nitely fighting and dying to preserve 
the ambitions of a ruling 
caste. 


This kind of fighting will not help 
Germany's internal condition. 


The result of the drive reveals 


that Germany, however, is , terrifi- 
cally strong still. She is determined 
to rule the world at any cost. 
She 


will never quit that end until she is 
(absolutely beaten down. 
Let the 


Pacificists go and hide out of sight 
where they will be saved. This is a 
time for men. 


Our country will have to send a 


much bigger army over there than 
was thought necessary even a few 
weeks ago. 
It looks as if it would 


take at least 3,000,000 to get a pre- 
ponderating strength. 
We are now 


getting the results of the 
yellow 


collapse of Russia. We must fill the 
gap, or forever be under the domi- 
nation of the Boche.

' three blue stripes running perpen 
dicularly through tbe middle. 


In many of the clt|es patriotic worn 


'. en are going a step further than tht 
Treasury Department and are work 
ing on the mannfacture of a silk 
Honor Flag to be ready for flying 


, when they have earned the right to 
^display it. In Cleveland the girls of 


the Junior League are sewing on a 
huge flag, following the comparative 
dimensions of the official flag which 
the Treasury Department awards, and 
they mean to donate it to the central 
committee before Cleveland will have 
reached its quota.

quotas.

Honor Boll system is to inspire that 
friendly rivalry between communities 
and unite of population which will re- 
sult in a maximum number of sub- 
scriptions to the loan and add the 
keen edge of competition to the sell- 
Ing bee.

the honor fiag and a blank for the 
name of the purchaser will be given 
to each subscriber for display in the 
•window of bis home. The window 
cards measure 7x9 inches. They 
serve not only as a testimonial to the 
loyalty of the householder who has 
one In his window but they are of 
great value from an advertising stand- 
point If John Jones has one in hi? 
•window to geet the gaze of Bill 
Smith, who hasn't bought a bond, 
every time Dill Smith goes by Jones' 
home, it will not be long before it 
penetrates to Smith's slower compre- 
hension that he has a duty to perform.
